Calhoun Street Fire Ties

Fire BtarUng from an explosion of gas 


ill it heating furnace of the business 
block- at 828 C'ulhoun street, owned by 
the Nierman estate and occupied by the 
Bradley flower shop, caused a loss esti- 
mated at more than if-l,OUO this morning 
and the city lire department battled for 
tlree hours with one of the most stub- 
born blazes in Fort \Vayin1 since the 
burning of the Mayflower mills. 


The blaze \viis confined to the base- 


ment of the building, where u largo stock 
of forms for pasteboard boxes and Us- 
sue paper hud been stored by the Brad- 
ley Flower company. With im opening 
at the rear of the. building permitting a 
passage of air through' the basement, the 
dense formation 
of 
smoke, 
tilled the 


building and those adjoining on both 
sides. 


Handicapped by the smoke the fire 


department made, slow headway in ex- 
tinguishing the blaze and truflic over the 
Calhoun street ear line was tied up for 
several hours, forcing hundreds of men 
and women to walk to their destination. 
Cellars for half it block in the vicinity of 
this bla?.e were Hooded anil the tire was 
not extinguished until after the entire 
rear portion of the tirst floor had been 
torn away.

ported by the Aurentz Candy store,' the 
Summit City restaurant, the New 
Shoe company and the .Schirmeycr cigar 
store. 


Cause., of Blaze.. 


Shortly after 1, o'clock this morning 


John Gebhart, an employe of the Brad 
ley Flower .company, who had spent th« 
eutire,,uight in the-store, .packing Christ- 
mas -flower 
orders, .noticed 
that the 


steam radiators were not throwing out 
any heat and were not Working as they 
should. 


Going into the basement the young 


man threw open the furnace door and 
the explosion that followed was "caused 
by an accumulation of gas. Cebhart was 
slightly burned and in 11 few seconds the 
flames had spread to n large stock ol 
paper. The young man first attempted 
to extinguish the blaze Jjimself,.but see- 
ing that he. could make no headway 


' against the rapidly spreading flames; 


sent,a still alarm to-the. lire departmen' 
anl the motor'chemical responded. Ken I 
izing that the fire would be a bad one to 
handle, another alarm was sent in nm 
the-city's fire lighting apparatus} W.T.S 
soon: at the scene. . 


From 7 o'clock'until after 10 tin; de 


pnrtment fought the blaze. 
The condi

tLe flames to spread rapidly, and thei 
when the, outer edges of the burning 
mass had been o,u..icbed with water th 
fire, continued to smoulder, farther bad 
in .the basement.

Bristow Leads Attack. 


When the senate debate began under 


agreement to vote by 2:30 this after- 
noon, Senator Bristow, one of the repub- 
licans of the banking committee, who 
had been denied admittance to the de- 
liberations of tho democratic conferees, 
led off with an attack, saying he pro- 
posed to express his opinions where they 
would get into the permanent record.

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The Trusts and the Law 


Following closely upon the announcement of the vol- 


untary dissolution of the so-called telephone trust comes 
the interesting information from "Washington that still 
pther corporations have indicated a purpose to readjust 
their affairs so that they may not come in conflict with the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Surely times are changing and 
the world is moving, after all. "Whether this change in 
attitude from defiance to compliance is the result of 
awakened conscience and the discovery of a corporate 
soul where none was supposed to exist, or whether it is 
merely a graceful yielding to the inevitable because no 
other course is open, the action is gratifying. It means 
that_some of the trusts, at least, have concluded that a 
fight against law is a hopeless one, and that sooner ur 
later it must end in their defeat. Doubtless the lesson has 
been an expensive one for some of them, but it has evi- 
dently been learned. They arc beginning to realize the 
tremendous handicap of continuous defense against. gov-_ 
eminent prosecutions, whether they succeed or fail, and 


...have wisely.concluded that peace is preferable to war. 


There is new manifest an admirable disposition to get 


"safely within legitimate business bounds and to remain 


there rather than to further tempt fa.te by lawless greed 
and unfair stifling of competition.
